For Safety Everywhere 


New traffic signal devices to further 
ensure the safety of children at school in- 
tersections are engaging the attention of 
the Edmonton Safety Council. 

For instance, portable school signs, it 
is announced, will shortly be put into op- 
eration. 

This is an intelligent and commendable 
effort. 

But it will appear to many that the 
safety of pedestrians on many downtown 
intersections also reauires the close study 
of the Safety Council and that devices of 
some kind are just.as urgently needed at 
these points. 

Eventually, we presume, the whole 
length of Jasper avenue from some remote 
point in the east end to 124th street will be 
protected by atitomatic traffic lights. 

Pending the time when such a whole- 
sale installation can be made, surely some- 
thing can be done to give the pedestrian 
a fair chance on intersections not already 
protected by these lights, 


It must be well known to the traffic de- 
partment of the city police that when traf- 
fic lights are widely spaced along an ex- 
tended city highway, motorists are inclined 
to get up a high momentum of speed be- 
tween the unprotected intersections. 

As a result, on many of these corners, 
the pedestrian may have to wait until 30 
or 40 cars whizz by before taking a chance 
to dodge out between them, 

This momentum of speed should be 
cut down by full stop signs at intervals 
along Jasper avenue. 

It is recognized that arterial highways 
where there are few stops, are necessary 
to drain heavy traffic out of the city’s 
centre. 

But Jasper avenue can never be such an 
express highway because of the shopping 
sections which flank it. 

The Safety Council's efforts to give the 
pedestrian a better chance on Jasper 
avenue would be appreciated by thousands.

The Thrill That Comes Once in a Lifetime 


As the president of the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commegce 
reminds us, agriculture is still 
the backbone of western pros- 
perity. It is therefore necessary 
to do everything possible to 
keep western farm work on a 
sound occupational basis and by 
this I mean a basis which will be 
attractive to farm workers. 

Twenty vears ago, farm work- 
ers represented 50% of the Can- 
adian labor force. Today one 
Canadian worker out of every 
five is a farm worker and that 
includes farmers who work their 
own farms, It also includes the 
families who work on the family 
farm, 

In many respects, a farm work- 
er has an advantage over a city 
worker, Living costs are lower 
because of things on the farm 
which the worker can use, The 
farm worker avoids many of the 
expenses of living in a city and 
particularly in a large city. 

Dr. A. MacNamara, federal 
deputy minister of labor, in ad- 
dressing the Dominion-Provin- 
cial Agricultural Conference, de- 
clared farm wages have improv- 
ed to the point that when all 
these other aspects are taken 
into account, there is not much 
discrepancy between actual earn- 
ings of a farm worker and an 
industrial worker. But he went 
on to point out a serious differ- 
ence, one which is causing many 
farm workers to leave the farm 
and take industrial job the 


matter of stability of employ- 
ment, 
In most other occupations 


there has been considerable im 
provement in the matter of 
steady employment throughout 
the year.

BOA budget reductions are ne 
cessary, he said, “so that the ter 
mination of ald in 1952 will not 
cause too great a shock to the eco 
nomic activity heretofore induced 
principally by United States aid.”

A rich exporter was once asked to contribute toward 
@ certain project of his church. He wrote a cheque for a 
enerous amount and handed it to his visitor. Just as 
e did so, his secretary brought him a cable reporting 
that one of his ships had been wrecked and the cargo lost. 

“T'll have to write another cheque,” the merchant 
said. He took back the cheque he had already signed, and 
wrote another for four times the amount of the first. 
Surprised, the vistor asked: “Haven't you made a mis- 
take?” 

“Not at all,” the merchant replied. “That cable re- 
minded me of the warning in Scripture, ‘Lay not up for 
yourselves treasures upon the earth. The loss of my 
ship also made me realize how wrong it is to be niggardly 
with God when actually everything we own is really His. 
I don’t want to forget that in the future.” 

Many people, unfortunately, act as if they were 
completely unaware of the fact of God's primary owner- 
ship of all they possess.

Most important of all, 
they are an expression of gratitude for the loadings 5 we 
enjoy and an evidence of our readiness to share w hat we 
have with our less fortunate neighbors—whether they be 
the needy in our midst, the orphan in distress, or the

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—(AP)— 
How a hydrogen bomb's radio- 
activity can live in the air long 
after the explosion was explain- 
ed here today by a physicist who 
has worked at the Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., atomic energy plants 

The explanation comes from 
Paul P. Elliott, assistant professor 
of physics at Texas Technological 
College, Lubbock, Tex. He gave 
it in answer to a series of ques- 
tions. 

He said the terrific heat and 
pressure of the hydrogen bomb 
explosion will change the con- 
taining envelope of the bomb, 
that is, whatever it is enclosed 
in, into a mass of radio-active 
vapor. 


“Not only,” he said, “would 


the explosion result in liberation 
of inconceivable power and heat, 
but all the remaining uncombin- 
ed atoms would became radio-ac- 
tive and emit vast amounts of 
high speed protons, neutrons, 
alpha particles and the deadly 


gamma rays (X-rays). 
“These particles and rays would 


render all substances within 
their range radio-active—water, 
air, soll, ete—which, in turn, 


would become extremely danger- 
ous as new sources of deadly 
emanations, just as any material 
in an atomic pile become radio- 
active 

“Some substances would soon 
lose their radio-activity, but 
others would continue to be radio- 


active for many yeears.”
